PEACE. 
BRIGHT PROSPECTS. 
[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. | 

London, Feb. 6—6 a m.—Germany, 
France, Italy, and England have signified 
their acceptance of Austrias proposi- 
tion to hold a European Conference, and, 
although Russia makes some objection 
to Vienna, it is improbable that there will be 
any serious difficulty on that account. It is 
expected that the Conference will assemble 
about the first week in March, as all the 
Powers except Russia are anxious to hasten 
its deliberations. , There is 

A GENERAL FEELING OF DISTRUST 

throughout the Continent, and many prophe- 
cies are made that the Conference will ut- 
terly fail to reach any satisfactory conclu- 
sion, but the prospects of peace are undenia- 
bly brighter than at any other time since 
the outbreak of hostilities. There is little 
reason to doubt, however, that Russia's 
plans will command the support of Germany 
and Italy, while any opposition there may 
be will come from England and Austria indi- 
vidually, and not upon a basis of mutual 
support.

A TURKISH FLEET OF WAR VESSELS AT ATHENS. 

Aruens, Feb. 5.—The Turkish Minister here 
designates the action of the Greek Government 
as a declaration of war. He telegraphed to 
Constantinople for men-of-war to convey him 
hence, in consequence of which the Turkish 
fleet, under Hobart Pasha, has arrived. The 
Greek Government is in consternation, and in- 
tends appealing to the intervention of the guar- 
anteeing Powers. A great panic prevails. 

IN A BAD PAEDICAMENT.

The 
vast debts of the world owned outside the coun- 
tries making them were held by a few German, 
English, and French bondholders. These capi- 
talists always watched with eager jealousy the 
production of the metais, know- 
ing that a large production tended to 
reduce the purchasing power of their dol- 
lars, and that a smal! production tended to in- 
crease it. [Applause.] After Great Britain 
had quadrupled ber already vast national debt 
by the Napoleouic wars her fundholders demon- 
etized silver. They did this for the purpose of 
contracting the currency and bringing down 
values, and making the nation pay vastly more 
than it had promised them. But as England 
was the great gold-producing power of the 
world, avarice came in this time to their rescue, 
and helped them to demonetize silver. From 
1808 to 1848 the demonetized dollar incregsed in 
value 145 per cent, and with that the bondhold- 
ers were content, and no other demonetization was 
asked for. But when California and Australia 
poured their tide of gold into the world, lessen- 
ing its purchasing power 18 per cent, 
there arose a at agitation on the part 
of these bondholders for the demonetiza- 
tion of gold, and Germany did demonetize 
it. The production of gold gradually fell off 
afterward, while trom 1854 to 1870 the produc- 
tion of silver doubled. Tben came the agitation 
on the part of this same class again, and they 
succeeded in having Germany remonetize gold 
and demonetize silver because it was getting 
cheap. [Applause.] They also got the Latin 
nations, consisting of France, Switzerland, Bel- 
gium, Wallachia, and Moldavia, to restrict the 
coinage of silver, and a congress was convened, 
which deliberated upon the question of how to 
make the United States, the greatest silver- 
producing country ip the world, the greatest 
debtor nation in the world, cut its own throat 
by demonetizing silver. [Great es 
hey solved the question somehow; but how 
we did not know exactly. They got a clause 
into the innocent Coinage act of 1873 which no- 
body suspectea and which did not demonetize 
or forbid comage of the old dollar. But the 
Com nission who were appointed to codify the 
laws inserted in 1874 a provision which forbid 
the coinage of the old silver dollar. [Applause 
and hisses.] These Commissioners had no pow- 
er to touch to the extent of a hair the meaning 
of any existing statute. They presented their 
to the Senate, and the Senate passed on 

it without opening the bundle. (Applause. 
In that bundle was this——fraud. [Great ap- 
lause and hisses.] For two years nobody

Poor Greece seems to have made a grievous 
blunder in inaugurating a hostile policy just 
at the time when an armistice had been de- 
clared. The Hellenic Government either 


0 mak | waited much too long or not quite long 


enough. As the case now stands the predic- 
ament is a serious one, and nothing but the 
humane offices of the Powers can prevent 
the Grecian seaports from suffering severe 
punishment. The dispatch of troops to the 
provinces has been regarded by the Turkish 
Government as a declaration of war, and 
Honanr Pasha, in charge of the Black 
Sea fleet, has arrived at Athens to 
bring away the Turkish Minister, and it may 
be to bombard the undefended cities of the 
coast. Great consternation prevails at the 
Capital, and there appears to be no escape 
out of the dilemma except by the withdrawal 
of the troops from Macedonia and Thessaly, 
and the entire suspension of hostile opera. 
tions. It is evident from the remarks of 
Lord Drnur yesterday that the panic-stricken 
Hellenes have little to hope for in the way 
of assistance or protection at the hands of 
England, and that if Honanr Pasha’s big can. 
non are not turned loose upon the open and 
defenseless cities of Greece it will be because 
of the interference of Powers which have 
never professed undying devotion to the cause 
of Grecian liberty and progress. 

JAY GOULD AND THE SILVER BILL. 

Jar Govuutp, the gold gambler, has taken 
advantage of his ownership of the columns 
of the New York Tribune to ventilate his 
views upon the subject of the remonetiza- 
tion of silver, and, as might be expected, he 
has accomplished it with a degree of assump- 
tion and audacity that are remarkable even 
in a man possessing his generous stock of 
brass. He starts off with the assumption 
that the payment of the Government bonds 
in silver will be a violation of the national 
faith, though why any violation of faith, 
national or otherwise, should disturb him is 
not very clear. If his assumption be true, 
then the Government must have agreed to 
pay in something else than silver. We may 
regard his assumption in two ways. First, 
as a matter of fact. The authorizing 
the issue of these bonds y declare 
that the principal and interest are payable 
in coin, and the Supreme Court has more 
than once decided that a contract for pay- 
ment of a certain sum in gold and silver 
coin is so payable, no matter with what 
kind of coin they may have been bought. 
Will Jar Got deny that silver is coin? 
There is and can be no question on that 
point. How, then, is it a violation of faith 


for the Government to pay its bonds in pre.. 


cisely the money it agreed to, and when, to 
avoid any possible mistake on this point, the 
conditions were set forth and written on the 
very face of the bonds? Second, as a mat- 
ter of taste, is Jay Goutp exactly the right 
stamp of man to set himself up as the self- 
avowed protector of the national faith? Ishe 
such a bright and shining representative of 
ideal honesty that he can arise in public and 


charge other men with being repudiators or 


enemies of the country’s honor? By what 
condition of honor or virtue does this cold. 
blooded, grasping, dishonorable, cutthroat 
speculator, railroad-wrecker, gold-gambler, 
and Black-Friday conspirator, always at war 
with the commercial world, deliberately al- 
lowing his broker-victims to bo sold out, and 
now prostituting the columns of Mr. Grezz- 
Lars paper to his own purposes, set himself 
up as the protector and custodian of the na- 
tional honor ? 

Again, says Jar Gobrp, if the Buianp bill 
becomes a law it will destroy the credit of 
the United States for a century, and will de- 
prive business men of one-tenth of the value 
of goods sold on time or money loaned. Mr. 
Gobi talks glibly of time, forgetting what 
may happen ina century. He seems to for- 
get the limits of time included in a hundred 
years and the immense and radical changes 
that are likely to occur. If he would re- 
member that the Revolution occurred 
only s hundred years ago, and that 
in a hundred years from now there 
will be absolutely nothing left of him, with 
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of all laws ot

all laws of human 
economy, and of all principles of 


supply and demand, they assume that if a 


market is opened for millions of silver coin 
among a commercial people using 96 much 
money as any other, with no metal money in 
circulation, it will not add anything to its 
value. It is a barefaced, shallow assump- 
tion, characteristic either of an unthinking 
person ignorant of the history of money 
and the laws of supply and de- 
mand, or of an intelligent person 
who is dishonest for a purpose, in which lat- 
ter case the coat might possibly fit Mr. Jar 
Gounp. “ Debased currency,” ‘‘ 90-cent dol- 
lars,” ‘* debt-repadiation,” ‘‘ dishonest dol- 
lars,” howls Jay Gobi through column 
after column of the gold organ which he 
owns. By what right does Jar GouLD as 
sume to fix the relative value as between 
gold and silver, when one is a legal-tender 
and the other is not? By what author- 
‘ity does he gbsolutely fix relative val- 
ues by putting gold up and silver down? If 
we are going to even up, why not bring 
about that result by evening silver up and 
gold down? Silver is the older coin, and 
the real standard. The gold dollar is 3 
modern institution ; the silver was the dollar 
of our fathers. There are 100 cents M a sil- 
ver dollar, just as there are in a gold dollar. 
For the past twenty years it has been as 
much in circulation as gold, and it is to-day 
as real a standard. Before Jar GovLp as- 
sumes to fix its value by depreciating it, 
would it not be well for him to wait until 
both are legal-tender? It may save him a 
great deal of trouble in evening up in favor 
of gold. 

Jay Govnp’s most crushing argument is to 
the effect that the remonetization of silver 
will destroy the Republicin party. We have 
already seen this eminent reformer in dire 
apprehension for the rights of business men 
with whom he has nothing in common, and 
for the national faith for which he has no 
more concern than for the interests of true 
religion. We now behold him trembling for 
the Republican party. What has he done 
for that party that he should be anxious for 
it? What has the New York Tribune done 
of late for the party, except to try to destroy 
it, that it should be alarmed? What does he 
mean by the destruction of the party? Is 
it to move away, bag and baggage, and leave 
no sign? Are the members to die off and 
leave nothing but Democrats? Is it to be 
reorganized, and, if so, will it not be the 
same party? Is it to be absorbed by the 
Democratic party, and, if so, will it not 
dominate it? Is its destruction to be like 
that of the Whig party, and, if so, will Jar 
GovuLp inform us how much the Democracy 
gained by it? Upon this branch of bis argu- 
ment Jar Gobi has wasted time. He is 
not such a shining Republican that he will 
frighten any one by setting up his political 
scarecrow. It will be regarded as little as 
his abuse and blackguardism which are 
directed against three-fourths of the Amer- 
ican people, and those three-fourths embrac- 
ing the industrious, hard-working, produc- 
ing classes, not the money-lenders, coupon- 
cutters, and Shylocks. 


5 - 
HARRISON’S CIVIL SERVICE. 

Our Canrzu has done it, The great prob 
lem which has defied solution by the ablest 
law-givers and philosophers for centuries 
has been mastered at last by the distin- 
guished statesman who does honor to Chi- 
cago in representing her in Congress. The 
question in every Government that has ever 
existed has been how to establish a Civil 
Service that would unite the three great 
requisites,—honesty, capacity, and fidelity; 
how to secure the services of the best offi- 
cers; how to make them secure in ‘their 
offices during fidelity to duty ; and how to do 
all this and leave the doors to official life 
open to all, has been pronounced to be such 
an impossibility that all attempts at the re- 
form have been abandoned. England tried 
it repeatedly during the last century; France 
admits that all her efforts have proved 
failures ; Austria has vainly struggled to 
relieve herself of an incompetent and 
corrupt service; while in Russia and 
Turkey, Spain and Germany, the work 
has had such a hopeless outlook 
that no serious effort has been made to 
grasp it, and yet all these States have had 
illustrious statesmen,—men who have writ- 
ten their names high on the pillars of fame. 
But the nations of Europe have never had 
a Hamnison. They have had great men, 
able men, but nowhere is there recorded the 
name of Hanno - CATI Hannison ; he is 
peculiarly and exclusively the property of 
America. 

Speaker RAxDALL has many things to an- 
gwer for, and his ambition leads him 
sometimes to use his official power to push 
other and abler men out of sight,—to bury 
them, lest an admiring country should exalt 
them above himself. His experienced eye 
promptly recognized in the Chicago member 
a dangerous rival,—one who, if left with a 
fair chance, would soon dazzle the House 
and the country. So he sought to bury Han- 
non by placing him on the Committee 
on Civil Service. He would not put 
him on Foreign Affairs, because our 
member's extensive travel would ‘have 
enabled him to take an eminent 
position ; he dared not make him Chairman 
of Ways and Means, because that would have 
given the House a leader such as it has never 
known in its existence; Canrszr’s speech on 
the eagle and the Marine Band warned the 
Speaker to keep him off the War and Navy ; 
while his Indian blood, boiling in behalf of 
his kindred, was not safe to be intrasted 
with Indian Affairs. But Speaker RAN DAL. 
overreached himself. What was intended 
as a political grave has been made by the 
occupant a laboratory for the greatest polit- 
ical system the world has ever known. A 
perfect system of Civil Service has been dis- 
covered and matured, and Car HAnnmon, 
of Chicago, is the inventor and author; and 
the eagle, in its future flights to dip its pin- 
ions in the Pacific, will pause a moment, 
mid air, over Chicago, to honor and bless the 
home of the great statesman. 

The plan provides for a Civil-Service De- 
partment, consisting of five Commissioners 
to be selected from all parties, to be appoint- 
ted in the off years of politics. These Com- 
missioners are to make rules for the service, 
exercise a supervision over all public officers, 
and examine all applicants. The whole coun- 
try is to be divided into as many districts as 
there are members of Congress; examina- 
tions are to be made in each district; and 
each member may make nominations of per- 
sons in his district who may be found to be 
competent, and may recommend persons of 
whom they have no personal knowledge upon 
the evidence of others. This Department is 
to supply all the other Departments with lists 
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sort of Executive Council, was vested, not 
with the power of appointing or selecting, 
but of approving or disapproving selections 
made by the President in certain cases ; but 
the power of selecting and appointing was 
vested exclusively in the President and his 
Executive subordinates. This power cannot 
be delegated or limited to lists prepared by 
anybody. It has been practically usurped 
by members of Congress, the result of which 
usurpation has been the multiplicity of of- 
ficers beyond the needs of an efficient and 
faithful service. No reform would be needed 
were it not for the persistent struggle by 
members of Congress. to retain this patron- 
age and dictate to the President who shall 
and who shall not be selected by him for 
office. President Harms has thus far put 
this Congressional dictation at defiance. In 
one case the Senate refused to consent 
to an appointment he had made, and 
under the Tenure-of-Office law—a law of 
most questionable constitutionality—has 
kept a man in office after the President had 
decided him unfit to hold it. Mr. Hannmon's 
plan retains the principle of Congressional 
selection and appointment, and that, as we 
have said, is the grand cause of whatever 
corruption and inefficiency there may be in 
the public service. The scheme may there- 
fore be considered, in addition to being 
wholly unconstitutional, as radically vicious 
and criminal, containing all the demoralizing 
features of the present system, and giving 
them the sanction and approval oflaw. Mr. 
Harrison was one of those who a few weeks 
ago voted to regulate the movements of 
troops by a provision m an appropriation 
bill, and hence, possibly, the fact that his 
bill is wholly unconstitutional will not be 
considered by him as presenting any serious 
objections to its enactment. 

The whole Civil Service of the country 
includes, we believe, about 80,000 officers, of 
whom about one-half are Postmasters. Why 
these latter should be excluded we do not 
understand. Postmasters ought certainly to 
be honest and capable, and, if such, should 
be as strong in the tenure of their offices as 
any other class of officials. 

The present Congress has it in its power 
to do much in reforming the public service. 
It can so amend the tariff that without any 
loss of revenue the cost of collecting cus- 
toms may be reduced, and one-third or one- 
half the force now employed in Custom- 
Houses mey be dispensed with. The whole 
public service may be largely reduced in its 
numerical force without impairing in the 
least its efficiency. The present Congress 
may further second and sustain the President 
in his efforts by making it a penal offense or 
eause for expulsion for A1 r of Con- 
gres of either House to ask or urge the 
appointment of any person to any office in 
the Civil Service of the United States. Such 
an act would be a precedent for all future 
members of Congress. Deprived of official 
patronage, some members of Congress may 
fail to get renominated or re-elected, but that 
is a calamity from which in time the country 
will recover. True ability and. greatness 
need no such corrupting aid to success. Mr. 
Harrison himself is an instance of what an 
honest man of ability may do without pat- 
ronage. The distribution of his own 
speeches among bis own constituents in per- 
haps the most populous district in the 
Union is far more effective in securing his 
success in Congress than would be all the 
Federal patronage of the State. It is time 
to raise the standard of Congressional ability, 
and we suggest that any man of any party 
who does not reach the standard of Mr. 
Harrison—who is not his peer—ought not 
to be elected to Congress at all. 


THE PLAGUE-SPOT ON THE CUSTOMS 
SERVICE. 

When it was discovered that Twzzp had 
robbed New York City of twenty-five or 
thirty million dollars there was great excite- 
ment throughout the borders of that munici- 
pality. Indignation meetings were con- 
vened; honest men of all political parties 
were urged to unite in a crusade against the 
scoundrels who had grown rich off the sub- 
stance of taxpayers, and the press fulminated 
anath¢mas against every member, from 
highest to lowest, of the band of thieves. So 
terrible was the onslaught that corrupt 
Judges, tools of the Ring, slunk out of pub- 
lic view, and one actually surrendered his 
life in dread and horror of the avenging arm 
of justice invoked by the united voice of the 
plundered and outraged people. In a few 
months after the inauguration of the reform 
movement the chiefs of the Ring were 
hurled from power and lodged in jail or 
forced to become wanderers in foreign 
lands, —fugitives from justice. 

In 1871 a Commission was created by 
President Grant to inquire into the conduct 
of the Civil Service of the country. After a 
laborious, thorough investigation of the 
methods pursued in the collection of the 
customs revenue, that Commission 
that, in its opinion, the Government was 
swindled out of one-fourth—thirty millions 
of dollars per annum—of the revenue due it 
at the single port of New York!

This is the situation which the Président 
and the Secretary of the Treasury are bound 
to face. It is idle to believe that the officers 
now at the head of the customs service in 
New York City have either the will or the 
power to work substantial reforms there. 
They are part and parcel of the community 
which is hostile to the reform proposed. 
They were placed in office not to reform the 
administration of the customs service, but to 
protect the import trade of New York City ; 
and such import trade can be retained in no 
other way than by such loose administra- 
tion of the customs service as is al- 
lowed at no other port in the United 
States. We are not unaware that these 
are serious But it should 
be borne in mind that the fact that the Gov- 
ernment loses many million dollars of its 
just revenue at the port of New York an- 
nually is admitted enough here and dis- 
puted nowhere. On this fact, so notorious, 
we base our charges, and insist that the 
President and the Secretary of the Treasury 
owe it to themselves and to the country to 
throttle the giant evil with the determina. 
tion to crush it at every hazard. If to 
cleanse the Augean stables requires the serv- 
ices of a Hescuuzs, let a Hzrncuuzs be found 
and assigned to the arduous duty. 

THE NEW COUNTY RING. 

There is no“longer any question about the 
existence of a County Ring this year, as com- 
pact, bold, unscrupulous, and corrupt as 
that of preceding years. All the old mem- 
bers of the County Board who were asso- 
ciated with the former Ring rascals are 
naturally members of the present combina- 
tion, They have secured their majority in 
the accession of ‘‘ reformer” Frrzczraup and 
renegade Mzrzr. The former used to pro- 
fess an antagonism to the Ring, but it is now 
evident that he did so simply because the 
Ring was then complete without him and 
he could not get into it. His vote was not 
then needed to make up a majority, and, as 
he could not acquire membership and privi- 
leges in the old combinatiop, he fought it éill 
there was an opportunity to form a new com- 
bination, into which he entered immediately.

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What Shall Be Done with Alaska ?--- 
A Subject for Future Legis- 
lation. 


Frow Our Own Correspondent. 
Saw Francisco, Cal... Jan. 28.—In accordance 
with your instructions, I have interviewed Gen. 
McDowell, Commander of the Department, in 


regard to the removal of troops from Alaska. , 


And 1 had the good fortune yesterday to meet 
Mr. H. C. De Abua, late Collector ot the Port 
of Sitka, who returned to this eity on Saturday 
last per steamer Dakota, from Victoria, B. C., 
where he was en route for his post when he re- 
ceived the notification from the Treasury De- 
partment that his services were no longer need- 
ed by the Government. As I had been led to 
believe from De Ahua's first and only report on 
Alaskan affairs, an abstract of which found its 
way into the newspapers, and from his general 
conversation, that he had information in his 
possession damaging to the Aiaska Commercial 
Company, and that he was going to make it 
uncomfortably warm for that institution, I im- 
proved my first opportunity to make his ac- 
quaintance to find out what he knew about 
Alaska, for the benefit of the readers ot Tun 
TRIBUNE. 

In his report to the Treasury Department 
above mentioned, and in various conversations 
which have found their way into the newspa- 
pers, Mr. De Abua charged that the Alaska 
Commercial Company conspired at and succeed- 
ed in accomplishing the removal of the 
troops from Alaska, to the great detriment 
of the Territory and danger of thc inhabitants; 
also that said Company is guilty of other mon- 
strous wrongs, such as the driving away of 
various small fur traders and dealers of various 
kinds who occasionally venture to that inhos- 
pitable region; these, with various other vague 
charges which would be doing the Company an 
injustice were I to repeat them, unsubstantiated 
as they are by the least bit of evidence. 

Indeed, Mr. De Ahua and his charges are 
both alike too ridiculous to warrant my giving 
them much space, and were it not that you want 
„the facts of the matter,“ I should dismiss the 
fellow with a paragraph. But, as “the facts” 
will show De Abua up in no enviable light, 
perhaps the game is worth the powder, as it 
will be a warn to other Government em- 
ployes who use relations to assist 
them in forwarding their personal interests.

The 
in ons are that the meeting will be a harmo- 
mous one, and that a settlement will be effected on 
the basis of the recommendations of the trunk-line 
Presidents. If they were in earnest when they

Among these wili be Pool-Com- 
missioners Fink and Guilford. Mr. L. J. Sear- 
geant, Traffic Manager of the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way, was subjected to the interviewi rocess by 
a TRIBUNE reporter at the Tremont Along last 
evening. He stated that when the Convention 
was held in New York at which the for West- 
bound freight was made up and Albert Fink 
was appointed Raiiway Commissioner for 
same the Grand Trunk was not 
represented, so he supposed it was the 
intention of the combination that this roaa should 
be represented at the meeting at this end of the 
line, that all the trank roads might be represented 
at one point or another. He said there was a gen- 
eral unsettled and unsatisfactory feeling among 
shippers on account of tne constantly-changing 
rates, and it was the desire of all parties concerned 
that some sort of an agreement should be arrived 


at. 

Mr. Nathan Guilford stated that he had recently 
been appointed Railway Commissioner of the 
East-bound freight at Ch ange.

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THE BURSTED POOL. 
The managers of the Chicago roads belonging to 
the Scuthwestern Railroad Rate Association met 
at the Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday to take into 
consideration the notice of withdrawal from the 
combination of the managers of the St. Louis, 
Kansas City 4 Northern and Missouri Pacific 
Railroads. The sudden decision of the managers 
of the St. Louis roads was severely criticised, and 
their action denounced as a violation of good faith. 
At the last meeting of the Association at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel, the St. Louis managers whined be- 
cause they did not get all the business they 
thought they were entitled to. The Chicago man- 
agers, in the goodness of their hearts, agreed to 
give the St. Louis roads 30 per cent of the sarplus, 
and dating it back to the time when the combina- 
tion was formed. The St. Louis managers reemed 
to be overjoyed with the concession, and signified 
their intention to be loyal to the pool forevermore. 
Their loyalty lasted just until they had pocketed 
the 30 per cent of the surplus allowed them, and then 
they sat down and indited their letter of withdrawal 
from the combination. Of course, no one doubts 
the statement made yesterday that the St. 
Louis managers were actuated by a desire to 
„ bulldose the Chicago & Alton, and prevent it 
if possible from constructing its new line to Kan- 
sas City. The managersof the Chicago & Alton 
have not the least doubt that the St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City & Northern, which they now use as their 
Kangas Cnty connection, will try to deprive them 
temporarily of *& Southwestern? connection and 
‘th “Rem all they can. They have no doubt, 
however, that they will be able to make temporary 
arrangements with the Hannibal & St. Joe for 
their Southwestern business, and thus be inde- 
pendent of the St. Louis, Kansas City & Northern 
until their new line is completed. If the managers 
of the St. Louis roads tnink they can by this ac- 
tion ecare the managers of the Chicago & Alton 
sufficiently to give up their intention of building 
a line to ences City they do not know the men 
with whom they are dealing. The Alton man- 
agers don't scare worth a cent. On the contrary, 
the action of the St. Lonis roads has stimulated 
to hurry up their project and commence the con- 
struction of the new line at the earliest possible 
moment. There are no more obstacies in the way 
of beginning the new road, and the city authorities 
of Kansas City have just done the handsome thing, 
and granted the Company the right of way into the 
city. The Company would like to get a littie more 
private aid, bat this will u ly be forth- 
coming as soon as the construction of the road has 
commenced. The new extension from Mexico to 
Kansas City, a distance of 160 miles, can be com- 
leted in three months, with the exception of the 
bridge over the Missouri River. But, pending the 
erection of this bridge, the transfer can be made 
by ferry-boats. It was stated yesterday that the 
St. Louis, Kansas City & Northern and Missouri 
Pacific Roads had completed arrangements to take 
all their Missouri River business via the Wabash 
and Canada Southern, thus cutting off the Alton, 
which heretofore got the bulk of the East-bound 
business from the former 2 
The managers of the Chicago roads, at their 
meeting yesterday, decided to hold the St. Louis 
roads to the agreement which provides that forty 
days’ notice is necessary, and before the expira- 
tion of that time it is not probable that active hos- 
tilities will commence. hen the fight does be- 
gin the Chicago roads will undoubtedly work in 
harmony to be the better enabled to checkmate 
their St. Louis rivals.

SHARP PRACTICE (8 LIFB-INSURANCE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CuwaeGo, Feb. 1.—The conduct of a majority of 
the life companies in the matter of confiscating 
portions of the funds in their hands belonging to 
policy-holders who retire has been so fully com- 
mented upon by the press and has. become so gen- 
erally known to insurers that the officers of some 
of the companies have their hands full in consider- 
ing claims and answering complaints. 

Duriag the past few years the refusals to fairly 
adjust these complaints and claims has grown to 
be one of the main factors in the present universa! 
distrust of the whole life-insurance business. 

With a view of quieting this storm, a movement 
is now said to be on foct, engineered principally in 
New York, to havea strong document drawn up 
by distinguished and disinterested actuaries, mak- 
ing as plausible an excuse as possible for this con- 
fiecation, and asserting some reasons why retiring 
members of a company should be muicted in heavy 
damages when, either from necessity or choice, 
they withdraw. 

A little light may easily be thrown upon this 
dark scheme. 

The value of the opinions of any individuals is 
to be estimated not simply according to their 
knowledge of the subject, but, in much greater de- 
gree, according to their pecuniary relations to the 
subject. 

So far from the consulting actuaries in New York 
being the distinguished and disinterested"’ in- 
dividuals which the officers of the companies would 
have us believe, they are, as a whole, completely 
dound to the support of all the practices which the 
companies choose to adopt. It occurs in this way: 
The officers of the companies, particulariy during 
the last five years, bave understood the importance 
of having as little opposition from outside actuaries 
as possible, hence they all manage to very fre- 
—.— find nice questions upon which they need 
advice. 

The distinguished, etc., are applied to with 
due form and ceremony, and their very valuable 
opinions (which, perhaps, occupy a few hours in 
eo are given with all the requisite for- 
malities. e distinguished, etc., are not 
ignorant of their ition and power, nor of the 
reasons which lend value to their opinions, and, in 
due time, their modeetzbille of $2,500 to $5, 000 
tor an hour or two's work are presented. ‘ith 
expressions of aistinguished consideration 
and the due observance forms, the officers for- 
ward their companies’ checks to these very distin- 
guished and particularly disinterested, etc. 

There may have been a time when a combined 
opinion of sach men would have the respect of the 
public, but it would be idle to expect it to- day. 

In conclusion, this letter may fall under the 
notice of some one desiring an * as to his 
interests in respect to his life-policy or its value 
for surrender. I shali do such person a favor by 
suggesting the name of at least one actuary whose 
knowledge of the subject is beyond question, and 
whose honesty of purpose is attested by years of

Cmicaeo, Feb. 1,—Some time since I wrote you 
a letter in answer some remarks you made 
in regard to the improvements of the Mis- 
eiesippi River and other rivers. In your paper 
thie morning, Jan. AI, you gave an account of a 
meeting at St. Louie apd an address from Capt. 
Eads upon the sabjeet. I consider myself an 
originator of some his ideas, in what way I 
need not here state, has given you his ideas 
upon the subject, and I thought I would give you 
mine again upon this subject, and which are not as 
expensive as hie are, and can be accomplished 
easier. I suggested the deepening of rivers by 
what I call a crate fence process,—the fence set 
both sides of a river @traight wherever ‘a sandbar 
exists, and the crate to de made like the crates 
they bring delftware and stoneware in from 
Europe. and of — wood. These crates 
should be eighteen feet ng. twelve feet wide, 
and twetve feet high. Piles are to be driven, 
about from four to six feet apart, near the water's 
odge when the river is lowest (that is, if the river 
ve sufficiently wide at low water, if not to set the 


piles to make the river he necessary width de- 


sired). Opposite these piles place another set 
near the old bank and pat chains with.rings at- 


tached, these rings to over the piles loose.

I advocated 
also the deepening of the Michigan Canal and the 
Illinois River for a twofold purpose,—the first to 
make Chicago high and dry, and the second, to 
communicate directly without change with South 
America, Cuba, Mexico, and NewOrleans. I also 
suggested tne removal of the IIhnois Central Rail- 
road depot to the North Side opposite its present 
position, to come there in such @ Way as not to 
incommode travei upon the streets,—that is, by 
bridges made over all the street tracks, which, I 
think, can be easily done, and at the same 
time a benefit to the railroad and the 
shipping intereet in which it may be in the future 
interested. You should see that the land where it 
is now should be owned by the United States Gov- 
ernment and oy the city—the “~ to get whatever 
is necessary for its benefit, and Indiana avenue to 
be from Calumet to the North Banch, and a bridge 
across the river to carry it via Pine street to Lin- 
coin Park. The track of the Dlinois Central Rail- 
road should be purchased by the city and used as 
city railroad, the Indiana avenue railroad to also 
run on it to Lincoln Park.

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CHATTEL MORTGAGES. 


An Illustration of the Workings of 
the System. 


Charging 140 Per Cent---What a 
Chattel Mortgage Is. 


In answering a letter of inquiry in Tas Tarsvne 
the other day, persons were adviagd not to run 
into debt, and, above all things, to shun that form 
of indebtedness known as a chattel mortgage. 
One woman saw that, and came to the office yes- 
terday for the purpose of relating her experience. 
On the 30th of October of last year she gave to 
William N. Alley, of Room 9 Honore Block. a 
chattel mortgage on property worth between $400 
and $500 to secure the payment of $35 which she 
had borrowed, or rather to secure the payment of 
three notes which she gave in consideration of 
$35. 50, which had been loaned to her by Alley, or 
& man named E. H. Brown, acting for him. The 
loan was for ninety days. The notes, which were 
for $5, $7.50, and $35, were made payable Nov. 
30, Dec. 30, and Jan. 30 respectively. The first 
two notes, amounting to $12.50, represent what she 
paid for the use of $35 for ninety days. The small 
notes were paid by her as they fell due. The last 
note became due Tuesday a week ago. The lady 
had expected to receive some money on that day 
from a man who owed some to her husband. She 
went to get it, but was told that it was not quite 
ready, and that she could have it Thursday. or, 
perhaps, Wednesday. Wednesday the man would 
not give it. So she telegraphed her husband to 
come home. she went Wednesday to see Mr. 
Brown, und told him that she could not give him 
the money that day. Brown said that it would an- 
swer if she could bring it to him before Thursday 
noon.

received. Practically, she paid about 140 per cent 
for her lean.

THE LAW PROVIDES 
that the rate of interest may be as high as 10 per 
cent, but that no person shali directly or indi- 
rectly accept or receive any money, goods, dis- 
count, or thing in action, or in any other way any 
greater sum or greater vaiue for a ioan, 
fogbearance, or discount, or any money, or goods, 
or thing in action than 10 per cent. Where an 
ter rate of interest or discount is contrac 

or, the whole o“ the interest is forfeited, and the 
lender can recover only the principal. 

This law seems to bea farce. It is violated every 
minute of the day. 

When a person wants money urgently, he or she 
thinks only of how it is to be gotten, and very few 
who give a chattel mortgage have any idea what 
rights they Waive, never reading the document, 
but, assuming that it is a matter of form, — their 
signatures to it, and do not realize what they have 
done until the holder forecloses. They are abso- 
lately in his power, and must submit.

There are numerous credible witnesses who were 
able to reach the stage while tne fire was in 
dome and auditorium. Of tnose portions 
burned, the stag was the last to 

„a complete denial of the furnace theory. 
fir. Emmett, and several others who were frst 
upon the scene, said on the evening of the fire that 
it caught at least twenty-five feet above the stage, 
in the proscenium borders or the top of the flies. 
Officer Topping, who first discovered it, says the 
fire was in that locality. 

And to come down to piain matter of fact, it is 
the contirmed opinion of many people that the 
place wag fired by an incendiary. An explosion 
that burst windows and rent walls was heard di- 
rectly after the beginning of the fire; it may have 
been gas, but that was turned off, except at one 
joint leading to the pilot light burning in the 


centre of the stage. ithout lending any support 


| to the incendiary theory, some pieces of gossip 


may herewith be appended: 

One week ago last night, while the audience were 
yet in their seats, the Academy had a very narrow 
escape from fire. One of the Levino brothers, 
sign-painters and bill-advertisers for the theatre. 
discovered a brisk frein the room of Miss Kate 
Howard, Emmett wife, situated at the top of the 
flies, in the Very locality where Emmett and others 
say the fire of Monday night originated. With- 
out rawing any alarm, Mr. Levino seized a 
couple of extinguishers, and, 
placing dis arm within the  hailf-closed 
door, played upon the burning room until 
‘his arms and other portions of hie body were 
badly burned. He quenched the fire, but it was at 
the peril of his life, and .Monday night was the 
first time that the doctors had given the slightest 
hope of his recovery. Thathe saved numbers of 
human lives by bis bravery cannot be denied. 

It was to ascertain how this man was progressing 
that Emmett dispatched the watchman some fif- 
teen minutes before the fire broke out. Emmett 
remained in the theatre some minutes afier the 
watchman left, and then went into Foley's saloon 
adjoining. Ten minutes later the flaines were 
bursting from the roof. Both men are positive 
there waé no fire in the house save in furnaces. 

Mr. Emmett claimed to have made $20, 0.0 dur- 
ing his connection with the theatre, and also 
claims to have lost it all. Reynolds friends claim 
Emmett did not lose a single pennv for every dol- 
lar lost by Reynolds. The latter was Emmett's
